Industrial needs 


“The extent to which industry and 
life of the country generally are de- 
ndent on highly trained personnel is 
very great and the attendant change 
American industrial and commercial 
ocesses has been so rapid that full 
preciation of the situation is rare 
mong the people and in government. 
here has been a steady flow of scien- 
he and engineering personnel into in- 
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dustry which has again and again 
doubled the numbers of technologists 
employed in the past two or three 
decades.” 

“Almost every type of industry has 
expanded its use of technically trained 
personnel although in some cases the 
expansion has been greater than in 
others. But on the whole the absorp- 
tion of scientists and engineers has been 
at a very rapid rate as American indus- 
try has steadily exploited the fruits of 
technological advances, and processes 
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have become more exact and intricate.” 

“The war has not stopped nor re 
versed this technological trend. In some 
directions technological 
has stimulated by the war, in 
others it has been slowed down. For 
complete recovery the trend must be 
recaptured in all fields. This is the job 
of reconversion, to regain the momen 
tum of our technological advance. 

“It is recognized that the brunt of 
this job of reconversion as well as the 
job of exploiting scientific and engi- 
neering advances for the purposes of 
new production (and job-creation) will 
fall on research and development fa- 
cilities. To maintain its way of life the 
United States must have an expanding 
economy which in the modern scene 
means expanding and alert develop- 
ment facilities, in short, increased num- 
bers of high grade scientists and engi- 
neers with adequate facilities at their 
disposal.

On New York's 4,500-acre Idlewild Airport 
a double-drum 34-E paver lays the lower 8 
in. of concrete, a spreader levels the con- 
crete to accommodate placing of reinforcing 
mesh and a following single-drum 34-E paver 
lays the top 4 in. of concrete. 

A screed finisher strikes off the concrete, 
followed by a mechanical longitudinal float, 
the usual straight-edging and a damp burlap 
dragged over the surface. Curing is done 
by covering immediately with burlap-faced 
cotton “quilts,” which ore kept wet by 
sprinkling from a tank truck. 
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Some 5 miles of 200-ft. wide runway are 
now being laid under contracts held by A. 
I. Savin of East Hartford, Conn., whose out- 
fit is shown above. Drainage of the field, 
taxiway construction and a temporary admin- 
istration building will be completed this 
summer and it is likely the airport will be 
ready for limited operation in the fall. 

The work at Idlewild is being done by the 
Department of Marine and Aviation of the 
City of New York, which has retained Jay 
Downer of New York to design and super- 
vise construction. 
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Congress starts an investigation 
of work on Inter-American Highway 


Senate committee to study charges of waste of public funds by 
Army engineers on various war jobs 


Because of claims made in the Sen- 
ate of extensive mismanagement by the 
U. S. Army Engineers in their work 
on the Inter-American Highway, Con- 
gress has begun an investigation of the 
methods followed by the Corps of Engi- 
neers on that war project. Last week 
Senator Robertson of Wyoming charged 
that expenditure of hundfeds of mil- 
lions of dollars for foreign construction 
had been handled poorly by the War 
Department. Senator Ferguson of 
Michigan also charged that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation failed to look 
into the methods used by the Army, 
although it was asked to do so. 


Mead Committee begins study 


As a result of these claims, along with 
those of other Senators, the Special 
Committee to Investigate the National 
Defense Program (formerly known as 
the Truman Committee and now as the 
Mead Committee) has begun a study of 
Army Engineers operations on the Inter- 
American Highway. 

Senator Robertson believes that such 
a study may reveal much to be criticized. 
He also feels that it might be worth- 
while for Congress to investigate the 
Alcan Highway, the Canol project and 
the jobs carried out by Army Engineers 
in Hawaii. 

The major basis for Senator Robert- 
son’s criticism are the charges made by 
Fulton Lewis, Jr., radio commentator, 
in a series of recent broadcasts. 


Waste charged on war work 


In speaking before Congress, Senator 
Robertson stated: “In some week or 
more of broadcasting, Mr. Lewis has 
presented to the nation one of the most 
extraordinary stories, a story which 
calls most definitely for a re-examina- 
tion of all the payments, contracts and 
financial matters in general of the Al- 
can Highway, the Canol project, the 
various Pearl Harbor and Hawaiian 
contracts, the Panama Canal contracts, 
that is for the construction of additional 
lock facilities on the canal, and particu- 
larly for the various contracts and work 
done on the Latin American Highway 
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{the Inter-American highway]. This 
highway was designed as a military 
transportation link between the United 
States and the Panama Canal Zone 
when the possibility of a Japanese at- 
tack on the canal was very much to be 
considered and also the threat to our 
coastwise shipping by Japanese submar- 
ines.” 


High equipment rentals 


As part of his criticism, Senator Rob- 
ertson also had printed in the Con- 
gressional Record broadcasts by Mr. 
Lewis at Los Angeles for four nights 
early this month. In these broadcasts 
it was claimed, among other things, 
that government construction materials 
were used by private individuals, equip- 
ment rentals were extremely high, ac- 
curate records were not kept, inferior 
materials were supplied by American 
firms, and general inefficiency occurred 
in carrying out the work. 


Record June rainfall 
in Western Arkansas 


On June 9 at Ft. Smith, Ark., 4.66 in. 
of rain fell in 2 hr., 14 min., and from 5 
p. m. to 11 a..m. on the 10th, 8.58 in. 
was recorded, according to the U. S. 
Weather Bureau. The latter figure is a 
new rainfall record for 24 hr. at that 
location. On the 11th at Ft. Smith, 1.97 
in. fell, and on the 12th, 0.61 was re- 
corded. On June 10 at Webbers Falls, 
Okla., a short distance upstream from 
Ft. Smith, 10.47 in. in 24 hr. was re- 
corded. 

Heavy rains (over 6 in. in 24 hr.) fell 
in the middle Red River basin, in the 
northeast corner of Texas. On June 17, 
rainfall at Atoka, Okla., totalled 7.12 
in. on the Muddy Boggy Creek, a tribu- 
tary of the Red River, and severe flood- 
ing occurred. 

As a result of the continued heavy 
precipitation in the Midwest, the lower 
Missouri River early this week was in 
moderate flood from Kansas City on 
downstream. The Mississippi River was 
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also in moderately severe flood {j. 
Quincy, Ill., downstream to the moy 
of the Ohio. At St. Louis a stage etwe, 
35 to 35% ft. was expected |y Jy, 
20, and at Cairo it is now above flog 
stage, registering 434 ft. Mon ‘ay

In the Wisconsin Ave. pumping station of 
the District of Columbia water department 
an old combination fire plug and public 
water supply hydrant is now on display. Pur- 
chased in 1858, the hydrant is considered of 
interest to visitors to the station because of 
the contrast to plugs manufactured today. 

The cast-iron unit, which was manutactured 
by W. M. Ellis & Brother, Washington, D. C.., 
was known as the “Meiggs Combined Fire &

U.S.E.D. work such as excavating flood 
channels, which, it has been claimed, 
would not fall into the WPB classifica- 
tion of “contracts relating to war pro- 
curement”.

MVA Bill hearings 
begin in Senate Sept. 17 


The Committee on Irrigation and 
Reclamation of the Senate has unan- 
imously resolved that hearings on the 
Missouri Valley Authority Bill (S. 555) 
will begin Sept. 17. The Commerce 
Committee of the Senate early in May 
recommended defeat of the proposal 
(ENR May 10, Vol. p. 677). The Sen- 
ate Committee on Agriculture plans to 
hold hearings on the bill after the irri- 
gation and reclamation hearings are 
completed. Since each of these groups 
is allowed+60 days for hearings, early 
consideration of the bill by the Senate 
as a whole is not expected for several 
months. 
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Spanning the Colorado River at Fopock, Ariz., is this new double-track Santa Fe Railway bridge. 


New Santa Fe Bridge at Topock, Arizona 


Once more the treacherous Colorado 
River has been spanned with a new 
railroad bridge built high above the 
water level and supported on reinforced 
concrete piers founded in solid rock 
deep beneath the silty river bed. This 
time it is the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railway’s new double-track 
bridge near Topock, Ariz., which was 
placed in service on March 7. 

Designed for Cooper’s E-72 loading, 
the new bridge is 1,507 ft. long. Start- 
ing at the west end, there are three 
100-ft. deck plate girder spans, three 
350-ft. deck truss spans, one 100-ft. 
deck plate girder span and a_ 50-ft. 
rolled beam span. Trusses are 46 ft. 
deep, spaced 28 ft. center to center 
and rest directly on reinforced con- 
crete piers. The approach spans in- 
clude four lines of 9-ft. deep girders and 
eight 36-in. rolled beams, supported on 
steel bents and concrete piers. 

The bridge has a ballasted deck, 
laid on a solid timber floor, which weighs 
2,400 lb. per lin. ft. of single track 
for the girder spans and 2,100 lb. per 
lin. ft. for the truss spans. Construction 
of the bridge required 6,500 tons of 
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bridge steel; 17,900 cu. yd. of concrete; 
14,100 cu. yd. of excavation and 106,- 
800 field-driven rivets. 


Substructure on solid rock 


Both abutments and the seven piers 
are supported on reinforced concrete 
cylinders, spaced from 24 to 38 ft. 
apart, and carried down through silt 
and unstable material to solid rock. 
Cylinders in the east abutment and in 
the adjacent pier were sunk by open 
excavation to final position. All other 
cylinders including those for the other 
abutment were sunk by a combination 
of open excavation and pneumatic cais- 
sons. Cylinders were capped with a 
heavy reinforced concrete shaft to com- 
plete the piers and abutments. 

All cylinders have reinforced concrete 
walls outside of an 8-ft. dia. center 
well, which was belled out at the bot- 
tom to provide a working chamber and 
equipped with a steel] cutting edge on 
the bottom rim. Each cylinder was sunk 
to and embedded a minimum of 2 ft. 
into solid rock, after which the work- 
ing chamber and center well were filled 
with concrete. 
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Pier number 3, located 500 ft. fron 
the Arizona bank in the deepest par 
of the river, is believed to be one 0 
the deepest pneumatic piers ever con 
structed in this country. It is founde 
123 ft. below water level. In order t 
work men at such a depth, special per 
mission had to be obtained from th 
Arizona Industrial Accident Commis 
sion allowing the use of 52-psi. aif 
pressure, which was two pounds abor 
the legal limit. Sand hogs working in 
side the pneumatic caissons under thi 
excessive pressure were limited to ¥ 
min. shifts. The men descended throug! 
an air lock in which the pressure wa 
built up to 52 psi. 

Construction of the substructure wa 
expedited by building a timber trest! 
tramway across the river immediate! 
adjacent to the bridge. It carried 
narrow-gage track on which concrel4 
was transported to the various pit 
Whirley cranes operating on rails straé 
dling the narrow-gage track, excavate 
for the piers, drove and removed 
steel sheetpiling and placed concrel4 
in the caisson cylinders sunk by pnt! 
matic methods.

“This, however, is only a part of the 
challenge facing our technological per- 
sonnel. Much of the world is going to 
depend on America for help in becom- 
ing a going concern again. In many 
cases this means the reestablishment or 
the creation of whole new technologies. 
America is apparently going to follow 
a policy of fostering the technological 
well-being of our world neighbors as a 
means of securing markets and gain- 
ing allies. The future of America and 
of much of the world is, therefore, 
largely dependent upon the leadership 
of our professionally trained men and 
women. But unfortunately we have been 
unwilling to recognize this nationally. 


Years of training needed 


“Technical skills and_ specialized 
knowledge require years of training. The 
leaders of five years and ten years from 
now should be in training at present. 
Instead we have all but ceased our 
training in all the fields upon which our 
technological civilization most directly 
depends. The stoppage of the flow of 
young men into scientific and technical 
fields is a serious threat to the health, 
safety and welfare of the nation for the 
next two decades. None of our allies 
has made this mistake.” 

“The virtual abolition of deferment, 
the sharp curtailment of college mili- 
tary programs, and the refusal of the 
military authorities to assign men for 
scientific training have almost com- 
pletely stopped the flow of men into 
the technological fields.”

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Mississippi again above 
flood stage at St. Louis 


For the fifth time this year the Mis- 
sissippi River has been above flood 
stage in the vicinity of St. Louis. Heavy 
rains last week on the watersheds of the 
Missouri and the upper Mississippi 
brought a considerable rise in the al- 
ready swollen streams. The St. Louis 
gage stood at 30.4 ft. last Monday and 
is expected to reach 35 to 35% ft. be- 


fore cresting about June 22. Flood stage’ 


at St. Louis is 30 ft. 

Although the present flood is not ex- 
pected to reach the extent of those of the 
past two years, a maximum gage at 
St. Louis of 38.9 in 1943 and 39.1 last 
year, it has necessitated a strong fight 
by the U. S. Army Enginers to prevent 
excessive damage, particularly in some 
low-lying districts in St. Louis. 

The Meramec River, just below St. 
Louis, last week registered highest since 
1915 and Piney Creek, a tributary of the 
Gasconade River, had a flash flood 
causing considerable damage and loss 
of life in Piney, Mo. 

The chief reason ‘for the recurring 
high water near St. Louis has been the 
sustained rainfall this spring—a total 
since Jan. 1 of 27.45 in. 


Use of residual oil 
for paving prohibited 


Scarcity of residual oil, inventories of 
which are at the lowest level since the 
war began, has made it necessary to pro- 
hibit its further use anywhere in the 
United States as a paving material, 
Deputy Petroleum Administrator Ralph 
K. Davies announced June 18. Action 
was taken by formally amending Petro- 
leum Administration for War Directive 
72, which formerly banned the use of 
road oil only in the West Coast states— 
Oregon, Washington, California, Nevada 
and Arizona. The amendment extends 
the restriction to all other states and 
the District of Columbia. 

The amendment provides: West Coast 
restrictions continue as at present, and 
elsewhere in the United States allowance 
is made for commitments entered into 
prior to the issuance of the directive. 
Delivery or acceptance of delivery of 
oil for use as a paving material or dust 
palliative will be permitted in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and all but the West 
Coast states for 10 days after the date 
of issuance of the directive, June 12, 
1945; use of oil for such purposes will 
be permitted in the same area for 20 
days after the issuance date.

First picture of London's strangest building 


Back in the days when a German invasion 
of Britain seemed a daily possibility, an un- 
usual and mysterious building was hurriedly 
built adjoining the Admiralty office in Lon- 
don. Viewed from St. James Park across the 
street if resembled nothing so much as a 
North African desert fort, as usually por- 
trayed in the movies—windowless walls, flat 
roofs at several levels and guns mounted 
here and there. 

The first pictures of this building have 
just been released. It is, in fact, a fort, de- 
signed to house vital war staffs and records 
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safe from bombs and invasion shelling be- 
hind thick concrete walls and roofs. No in- 
formation has been released as fo how much 
of the structure is underground, although 
it was assumed by Londoners that what one 
could see (as in the above picture) was 
little more than a penthouse. Some effort 
to relieve the monotonous appearcnce of the 
solid walls was made by dividing the surface 
into units by horizontal bands and by using 
vari-colored aggregate exposed on the sand 
brown surface by wire brushing. Despite this, 
few Londoners adm're the building.

_ New civic center is 
proposed for Memphis 


An elaborate plan for a postwar civic 
center in Memphis, Tenn., embracing 
city and county buildings set amid park- 
like surroundings, was revealed by the 
city commission recently as a part of a 
proposal to free Memphis from the ring 
of slums that is gradually tightening 
around its Main Street business district. 

The civic center would begin with the 
present Criminal Courts Building, on 
Washington Street and the present 
Shelby County Courthouse, on Adams 
Street, and extend southward, between 
Second and Third Streets, to Madison 
Avenue. The strip between Adams and 
North Court would be converted into a 
park, and in the block between North 
Court and South Court east of Court 
Square a new tower-like city hall would 
be erected. 

In describing the larger civic improve- 
ment plan, Lawrence P. Cockrill, secre- 
tary of the Memphis Planning Com- 
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mission, declared that slum belts blight 
the business area in a wide arc extend- 
ing from Fort Pickering in South Mem- 
phis to Wolf River in North Memphis. 
Rehabilitation for the elimination of 
these areas is a part of the new pro- 
posal. 

Named as a committee to explore the 
possibilities of the suggested develop- 
ment were 30 prominent Memphians. 
Edward F. Barry, head of the Memphis 
Housing Authority, was elected chair- 
man and Joseph A. Fowler, executive 
secretary of the Memphis Housing Au- 
thority, was elected secretary. 


Texas plans 7,205 miles 
of farm-to-market roads 


Recently, the Texas State Highway 
Commission announced that it had ap- 
proved the construction of 7,205 miles 
of farm-to-market roads at a _ cost 
of $60,000,000, to be built in the first 
three postwar years provided funds are 
available, half of the cost to be borne 
by the state and half by the federal 
government. The roads included num- 
ber 841 and are secondary or feeder 
roads. 

The greater part of this project will 
be in farm and ranching counties 
rather than in metropolitan counties, 
where the highway system is further 
advanced. The state will pay for its 
share of the project from current reve- 
nues. Counties will not be asked to 
participate in the financing. 

The mileage included in, the program 
carries heavy farm traffic. It was 
selected after a detailed canvass of the 
state by the Texas Highway Commis- 
sion’s engineering staff. 


H. K. Ferguson Co. 
' bought by son of founder 


A. Kingsley Ferguson, son of the late 
H. K. Ferguson, recently purchased 
the H. K. Ferguson Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio, construction and engineering firm 
founded by the father 28 years ago. 

The firm, dealing exclusively with 
large war contracts, was bought from 
the estate for around $750,000. Asso- 
ciated with the 32-year-old construction 
man are Stirton and John Oman III 
of Nashville, Tenn., heads of the 
Oman Construction Co. 

The Oman firm and the H. K. Fer- 
guson Co. were associates in the con- 
struction of the $40,000,000 Wolf-Creek 
ordnance plant in Milan, Tenn., and 
Mr. Ferguson was their project man- 
ager on the job.

An equitable salary scale for engineers enables Montreal's Depart- 
ment of Public Works to get the technical help required to plan 
needed improvements. Subway proposed for city 


ontreal, Que.—Civilian construction 
» Canada is hampered generally by 
ck of men and materials but the De- 
partment of Public Works of the city 
of Montreal, aided by a liberal salary 
policy, has been able to obtain engi- 
neering services needed to bring a large 
olune of plans for needed public im- 
provements to the contract stage. Under 
salary scale for municipal employees 
tablished about a year ago, only 1.5 
vercent of the engineers are in the 
bracket below $3,000 per year. This 
nables the city to compete with private 
ofers for adequate and competent en- 
sineering help for preparation of plans 
nd for supervision of construction. 
With adequate personnel obtainable, 
he city of Montreal, under Henri Gi- 
beau, director of public works, plans 
mprovements in its physical plant that 
ill require expenditure of $60,000,- 
N00 over the next few years. A large 
olume of work is now in the planning 
stage with much of it ready for con- 
struction and some under contract. 
Improvements in the water system of 
Montreal and adjacent participating 
ommunities will cost $12,000,000. Work 
s now under way on increasing the 
apaity of the filter plant by 1/3 to a 
otal of 200 mgd. by installation of a 
battery of 16 rapid sand filters at a cost 
of $1,500,000. Bids are to be asked 
hortly on a large quantity of 84-in. 
lia. concrete pipe to be used for four 
parallel intake lines from the far side 
f the St. Lawrence River above 
achine Rapids. An intake from the far 
ide is desirable to avoid use of less 
satisfactory water from the Ottawa 
River. The latter flows into the St. 
awrence some distance upstream but 
e waters do not mix above the rapids. 
New reservoirs and replacement as well 
s extension of large water mains are 
part of the long time plan for Mon- 
real, 

Some $25,000,000 is needed for ad- 
litional sewerage facilities in Montreal, 
ncluding trunk sewers; at present 
plans are ready for contract on about 
4,000,000 worth of work. New roads 
and street extensions are included in 
he general program of improvements 
‘ith plans completed for a $600,000 
verpass. A city hall annex is part of 
fontreal’s immediate postwar plans 
nd drawings are now under way for a 
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structure expected to cost $2,500,000. 

Other improvements include modern- 
ization of the street lighting system, 
now using arc-lights, and for which one- 
third of the plans are ready. Electrical 
and communication lines are being put 
underground throughout the city. It is 
expected that some $6.500.000 will be 
spent for city parks and playgrounds 
while additional money will be made 





available’ eventually for new health cen- 
ters and clinics. 

In Montreal, but not under the De- 
partment of Public Works, some pre- 
liminary investigation of the practica- 
bility of a subway system has been 
made. Since it does not appear pos- 
sible to finance such a development 
without federal or provincial govern- 
ment grants, no definite plans are ready. 

An initial 744 mile route is estimated 
to cost about $60,000,000 and would re- 
quire at least four years to build. A 
subway would have some special ad- 
vantages in Montreal where snow dur- 
ing a winter sometimes totals as much 
as 125 in., and surface transportation 
is seriously handicapped by steep 
slopes and the lack of adequate roads 
leading to the residential area on the 
far side of Mount Royal.—H. H. 
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Lighter and stronger floor rejuvenates old Maine bridge 


Replacing a granite block on sand cushion 
deck, supported on buckle plates, with oa 
modern, lightweight I-beam grid, the State 
Highway Commission of Maine salvaged a 
49-year old bridge. The structure has seven 
85-ft. spans and crosses the Androscoggin 
River between Lewiston and Auburn. 

The 5/16-in. buckle plates of the old floor 
were riveted to the top flange of stringers 
spaced about 4 ft. 6 in. apart across a width 
of 39 ft. The plates were buckled down- 
ward with no provision for drainage. Water 
dripping through the rivet holes corroded 
the stringers and, coupled. with unequal 
settlement of the paving blocks, made the 
riding surface uneven, reducing the capacity 
of the bridge.

The new work includes longitudinal string- 
ers at about 6-ft. centers and a 41/4-in. deep 
Il-beam grid with main members transverse 
to the bridge centerline. The grid is filled 
flush with concrete and then surfaced with 
1%, in. of asphaltic concrete. 
the repaired structure is equivalent to an H20 
loading. 

Traffic is being maintained over half the 
bridge while the other section is surfaced. 
Work is being done by the bridge depart- 
ment of the highway commission. S. E. Boss

New super-highway plan 
favored for Houston 


The Texas State Highway Commis- 
sion has approved a plan for a super- 
highway system for Houston and Harris 
County. To carry out the plan will cost 
$10,000.000, to be spent by the state 
for construction and $3,000,000 to be 
spent by the city to buy rights of way. 

The plan was submitted to the state 
highway commission by Houston City 
Manager John N. Edy, County Judge 
Glenn Perry, Public Works Director 
John Turney, Mayor Otis Massey, City 
Planning Engineer Ben Johnson, and 
other officials. It is an alternative to the 
report for a superhighway system for 
Houston and Harris County submitted 
to Houston officials and the Texas State 
Highway Commission last December by 
the J. E. Greiner Co. of Baltimore, Md.., 
consulting engineers. The Greiner plan 
would have cost $60,000,000 but it 
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would have given more elaborate im- 
provements by using large underpasses 
and overpasses. 

The $13,000,000 plan adopted by 
Houston and, on May 1, approved by 
the Highway Commission, includes the 
following main arterial routes through 
Houston; State Highway 225; the east- 
ern part of U. S. Highway 90 through 
Houston; U. S. Highway 75, north and 
south; and U. S. Highway 59, north and 
south, to U. S. Highway 75. 

The Highway Commission will de- 
cide at a public hearing which part of 
the plan will be begun first. Houston 
officials expect the plan to solve Hou- 
ston’s critical traffic problem. On April 
20, the city council appropriated $6,410 
to obtain aerial maps of the city to be 
used on the $13,000,000 super-highway 
plan. The city council appropriated 
$20,000 out of the paving bond fund to
